The delegates of the three Fowers

There were many comings and 
goings to-day in a final attempt to 
save the Five Power conference as 
such, and it was learned from 
American sources ‘that certain 
draft proposals had been submitted 
by Messrs. Stimson, Morrow and 
Gibson to M. Briand and Signor 
Grandi for a Five Power’ treaty 
of which the three power pact 
will form part, the treaty to be 
divided into three,’ firstly, a 
capital ship hotiday, speeding up 
of scrapping, the extension of the 
Washington clauses regarding air- 
craft carriers from 10,000 tons or 
more to smaller ships, also a cate- 
gorical, global tonnage com- 
promiee , as ‘agreed regarding 
special and exempt ships; second- 
ly, the humanisation of . sub- 
marines; thirdly, three power 
agreement firstly, and secondly,: to 
be signed by the five :powers, -and 
thirdly, by three powers.—Reuter.

SHOPKEEPER ABSENT. 

A Chinese student named - Lau 
Kwokchoi was thls morning pro- 
duced before Mr A, W. G. H. 
Grantham on a charge of the alleged 
theft of a Chinese novel from a book 
shop at 74, Hollywood Road, yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Sub-Inspector NeLaren reported 
to the Magistraty that the ‘shop 
master was not present in Court to 
prosecute, but the accused’s mother 
and sister were present. _ 

Asked what was alleged against 
the boy, the Inspector sald that ac- 
cording to a statement made by the 
shop master in the charge room, the 
‘necused entered the shop, had a look 
round, and then, when he thought 
he was not being observed, tucked 
the book under his jacket, The shop 
master, who had seen <he move, 
allowed accused to get to the door 
before he seized him. 

Accused's mother was asked by 
the Magistrate if she had settled the 
matter with the shop keeper, and 
replied that she’ had not. She stated 
that she learned of the charge 
against her son when she went to 
the charge room to report him miss- 
ing from home. 

Inspector McLaren: ‘Yes, your

RUBBER TRADE. 


Tyres, 


. London, Yesterday. 

The absorption of crude rubber 
by the’ United Kingdom mure than: 
doubled in the last four years, saya 
a report by the Impbriat Economic 
Committea on trade in rubber 
manufactured goody. The United 
Kingdom {s now second only to the 


|United States as an. absorber of 


erude rubber. 

The report shows that about 75 
per cent. of raw rubber used in the 
industries of the world was ab- 
sorbed to manufacture tyres, which 
accounts. for about 85 per cent. of 
the total consumption in the United 
States, Four of the most. im- 
portant markets for British. tyres 
are India, South Africa, the Irfsh 
Free State and New Zealand, while 
Argentina, Spain and Germany 
hend the United States Hat. 

The opinion of the report is that 
standardisation is one of the most 
pressing needs of the industry. 
For example, over 150 different 
types of tyres are required to meet 
the needs of cars {n the United 
Kingdom alone. “Recognition all 
cver the Empire of common stand- 
ards and specifications .for the 
game goods would exercise a potent 
influence on the growth of inter. 
Imperial trade.” ‘ 

The report concludes that it Is to 
other uses of raw rubber than tyre 
manufacture that the rubber indus- |} 
try must. maily look for expansion: 
in the future.—Reuter, 


VANCOUVER STOCKS.

PHILIPPINE TRADE. 


Indication Excellent for 
New Year. 


Although the final Philippine trade 
statistics for 1920 are not yet available 
such figures as wa have indicate that 
1929 will compare favourably with 
1928 which, it wil! be remembered, was 
a satisfactory year, says the Manila 
Times, 

. According to figures published by 
tho Bureau of Customs, the total trade 
of the ‘Philippine Islands for the first 
ten months of 1929 amounted to ap- 
proximately P528,000,000 as compared 
with P480,000,000 for the correspond- 
Ing period of 1928, The total imports 


were roughly P252,000,000 and the ex-|° 


ports 276,000,000, representing ins 
creases of P26,000,000 and P21,000,000, 
respectively. On thelx faco, these 
figures indicate # very satisfactory 
state of affairs although 
examination they are not perhapa as 
cheerful as they might be. 

The business community at Manila 
watches the rise and fall of .Philippine 
commodity prices with the keenest in- 
terest, and local prosperity isos and 
falls in unison with them. But aside 
from a certain amount, of laudable caus 
tion in the making of new commitments 
for the future, the course of trade and 
industry has been and will Probably 
continue 'to be an even one, 

Feeling of Relief. 

The general feeling has been ono of 
rellef that the effect of low commodity 
prices has-so far been confined to com- 
paratively narrow limits and that the 
downward trend failed to bring more 
serious results than have already beon 
experienced. Tho first half of 1920 
showed both imports and exports run- 
ning well ahead of 1928, From January 
to June, exports totalled P159,000,000 
against P138,000,000 for the same 
period in 1928 while imports wero 
P124,000,000 
Thia.means good business and generat 
prosperity, 

Although the general impression in 
that the second half of the year will 
show disappointing returns, so far as 
the available statistics go, the situa- 
tion is not too bad, with imports for

ly P100,000,000 against P97,000,000 for 
1928, ‘Exports of P83,000,000 against, 
P90,000,000 for 1928 are not’ entirely 
satisfactory of course, and one would 
prefer a reversal of the comparative 
figures if possible, é .

EOAD LINE. 


Preliminary Meetings in 


' London. 
NAMES OP DELEGATES 


A vast amount of preliminary 
work has to be done to clear the 
path for .the International Load 
Line Conference In London, open- 
ing on May 20. This is a diploma- 
tle conference, and will base its 
work on thg Sanders Load Line 
Committee report. In the mean- 
time a special committes of the 
International Shipping Conference 
is meeting at the Chamber of Ship- 
ping to draw up various forms of 
agenda for discussion. This is a 
preliminary conference of ship- 
owners, who are so essentially ag- 
sociated with the work of the 
forthcoming Load Line Conference. 

These meetings of the Interna- 
tional Shipping Conference com- 
mittees on load line of merchant 
ships, special load lines for vessels 
carrying timber deck cargoes and 
for tankers took place at the offices 
of the Chamber of Shipping on 
Monday, March 17, and tho follow- 
ing days. The proceedings opened 
with a general discussion, 80 that 
the various committees may keep in 
Une with one another. The com- 
mittees may keep in Hne 
with one another, The Com- 
mittees on the above . subjects 
drew up their reports on the load 
Nne of merchant ships in 1922, on 
deck cargoes in 1922 and 1923, and 
on ofl tanker freeboard in 1926, 
and their reports were adopted by 
the .full International ‘Shipping 
Conference. The object of the pre+ 
sent meetings is to consider tho 
report of the Departmental Com- 
mittee on Load Line, 1927-29, in 
anticipation of the approaching 
Diplomatic Conference.

DEUCALION’S FATE. 


Interesting Career 
Recalled. . 


A WELL-KNOWN SHIP, 


The announcement by Messrs, 
Kellocks that they are selling by pri- 
vate treaty the Blue Funnel’ Hner 
Deucallon causes great interest in 
many of the world’s shipping circles 
beside Liverpool, saya the Journal of 
Commerce, For she is a very well- 
known ship, and during the 29 years 
of her life she has rendered signal ser- 
vice. She was built in 1900, one of 
n Class of four built by Mesars. Scott 
and Co.,, of Greenock, the sisters being 
the Agamemnon, Achilles and Ajax. 
They were an improved but slightly en- 
larged edition of the, well-known 
Stentor class, built at the .cnd of the 
century by Scotts and Workman, Clark, 
and were excellent sligle-screw cargo 
ships of just over 7,000 tons, with 
triple-expansion engines of 4,500 {.h.p., 
which gave them a speed if 13 knots. 
They burned 60 tons of coal per day to 
get this speed, and stowed 1,150, Their 
deadwelght capacity was 8,716; they 
were specially designed for the Fastern 
traffic and, in addition to their cargo, 
carried a number of passengers. 

+ The first master of the Deucalion was 
Captain G. D. Keay, who had her on 
the Far Eastern and Eost Indian ser- 
vices, on which she proved a great suc- 

cess, She was a very successful ship 
‘on these services, and in the summer 
of 1910 performed some very uscful 
{salvage services when she encounter- 
ed HLM. training ship Emerald, origin- 
jally the pioneer ironclad Black Prince, 
tbeing towed from Queenstown to 
Devonport. It was the worst of wea- 
ther, and one Admiralty tug had been 
‘competed to put back into Queenstown, 
The Deucalion came upon the second 
one having a very bad passnoge, and 
went to her assistance, but eventually 
lehe weather proved too bad for the tug, 
who gave it up when her hawser snap- 
ped, and left the Deucalion to tow the 
ship into Devonport, . ° > 

After that she was used on the Bris- 
banc’ run for a spell but was returned 
to the Far Eastern services for thé 

‘greater part of her time. Sho escaped 
all molestation during the war, but, 
like all big ships, was taken up under 
the liner Requisition Scheme towards 
the end of 1917, although the Shipping 
Controller left her almost entirely on 
her old services. After the war she ran 
between New York and the Far East 
for a spell, and in 1922 made o note- 
worthy passage of 85 days from Nor- 
folk to Yokohama, . 

In the Spring of Jast year, while on 
passage from Liverpool to Brisbane, 
she was diverted to Cape Town, and 
equipped with special wireless by the 
Navy, in order to search for tho miss- 
ing sail training ship Kobenhavn, Tho 
Ajax is still.on the service, but the 
Achilles was torpedoed and sunk by a 
German submarine in 1016, and the 
Agamemnon was sold to Italians for 
Nearly £17,000 in December, 1027, and 
fs still proving 9 very useful ship under 
the name of Impero, :

~NEW SOCIAL LAW. 


Protection of Morals in 
Turkey. 


A new law marks the beginning 
of a movement started by the 
Turkish Government to raise the 
moral level of the nation, It alms. 
among other things, at, the protec: 
tlon of. the rising generation, by 
forbldding parents and guardians 
to tnke young boys and girls’ to 
‘taverns, bars, and muaic-halls, A 
special clause deals with the pro- 
tection of women,. Women have 
\ had in times past much to suffer 
from'the risk of abduction. This 
custom was in favour in Asia 
‘ Minor, especially in the neighbour- 
hood .of Brussa, and even now 
such cases are not a_ rarity. 
Severe penalties are, moreover, en- 
acted agafnsat anyone who. endea- 
vours to disturb women in the 
streetg., 

Clandestine prostitution is ab- 
solutely prohibited under the new 
law, and there are already sign’ 
that this prohibition will be strict- 
ly observed. Registered prostitu- 
ton is made subject to restrictions. 
Prostitutes of forcign nationality 
have already been expelled from 
the country. Young girls without 
support, found during the night in 
the strects, will be either com- 
mitted tovthe care of benevolent 
societies or dealt with in accord- 
ance with the law against 


| vagrancy. 


In connection —_ with these 
measures, Miss Allen, of the Lon- 
don Police, has come to Turkey, 
where she is likely to take part in 
the organisation of o Women’s 
Police Force.

Moonlight by Day. 

Harvard astronomers believe, that 
owing to its tremendous distance 
from the sun this ninth planet’a 
daylight 1s no more brilliant than 
moonlight on the earth. 

Tho Lowell Observatory carefully 
points out that the discovery is ‘not 
an accident. Early last year a 
new Lawrence-Lowell telescope, c9- 
peclally designed’ to search for the 
suspected planet, was brought into. 
use, and recently photographs re- 
venled a very promising object. 
The observatory, however, heaitated 
to make on announcement, and it 
was not until the astronomers were 
sure of their ground that the world: 
was told of the result of their 
labours. | : 

4,000,000,000 Miles Away. 

The board of trustees of the ob- 
servatory credits - the discovery to 
Dr. Slipher, who, when the image 
of the planct was found on the 
photographic plate, located the 
sphere through, the observatory’s 
24-inch telescope. 

The next task will be to calculate 
the position of the Trans-Neptunian 
planet. Neptune is about 2,700,- 
000,000 miles from the ‘sun. Tho 
Trans-Neptunian body may’ be 
4,000,000,000 miles from the earth, 
or twice the. distance of Neptune 
from us. The diameter of the naw 
planet is sald to be about the same 
as the earth's (8,000 miles) and its 
speed of revolution up to two miles 
a second, compared with the earth’s 
19 miles a second.
